LITTLE ROCK—The status of liquor 


in Arkansas, as a result of actions 
Monday by tho governor, the house 
and the senate, is this: 


Wine of any alcoholic content man- 


ufactured in Arkansas may bo sold 
legally under an act signed by the 
governor.

the senate bill or the senate must pass 
the house bill. The measures gener- 
ally arc alike, differing only in de- 
tails. 


If the house bill as it now stands, 


without the emergency 
clause, 
is 


passed by the senate and signed by 
the governor, it will not become a law 
for 90 days, and in thu interim six per 
cent of the voters of the state may 
initiate a vote on the measure at the 
next general election in November 
of 1936. 


If the senate bill us it stands is 


passed by the house, with the emerg- 
ency clause, the act becomes effective 
at once with the signature of the gov- 
ernor, which is assured. 


People Could Vote 


However, 15 percent of the legal 


voters of the state may initiate a vote 
on the emergency legislation, although 
it be already in effect, and if a ma- 
jority of the electors .should vote 
against it, it would be repealed. 


The earliest that any conclusive ac- 


tion can be taken on a liquor bill will 
be Wednesday. Either branch could 
read the bill from the other branch 
twice Tuesday, amend it, and make it 
a special order for Wednesday. 


Indications are that one of two pro- 


cedures will bu followed: 


Sponsors of the measure in both 


houses may hold a conference and de- 
cide which of Ihe two bills shall be 


iled up for passage in the other 


Or amendments may be agreed upon 


to make both bills identical and both 
called up for passage. Amendments by 
cither branch would mean the bill 
would have to go back to the other 
branch for concurrence in the amend- 
ments and another roll call on the 
amended measure. 


Opinion Given 


The question of initiating a state- 


wide referendum on the liquor bill 
became an issue in the house debate 


on the same issue. 


In 1927 John E. Martineau took of- 


fice ns governor, and in thc regular 
session that year sought to put over 
the state's first income tax law. Busi- 
ness 
interests 
strongly 
objected. 


Chambers of Commerce and 
other 


folks virtually pledged the governor 
that if thc income tax measure were 
dropped they would support a re- 
form in the assessment and tax col- 
lection machinery of the state. 


Martineau refused lo compromise- 


but the income lax bill was beaten. 
The governor then reminded the busi- 
ness folks of their pledge to work out 
thc assessment problem.

"The factor of mechanics, as well 


as the human equasion, is involved in 
pole vaulting," explains McGall. 


"No vaulter can fasten an effective 


grip on the pole higher than 12 feet 
4 or 5 inches from the end with the 
right hand. The slot or box in which 
the pole is planted is eight inches 
deep. Subtract that depth from the 
practical height of the grip and you 
get a margin of around 11 feet 8 inches 
or less above the ground or floor. 


"It is a physical impossibility to 


shoot the body over a height greater 
than 3% feet above the point where 
the pole is gripped. Thus the mechan- 
ical deadline. 


Carr's Form Perfect 


"An abnormally tall chap with an 


extraordinary reach might possibly 
better 14 feet 8 or even clear 15 feel 
by obtaining a higher grip than whai 
has been practical for the stars, but 
boys with freakish builds seldom have 
the co-ordination or reflax action re- 
! quired of a vaulter. 
j 
"No climbing of the pole is permit- 


ted, once the grip has been taken. 


"The most important 
factors in 


vaulting are native spring, swing, anc 
pu!!. 


•The pc!e vaulter executes what i: 


called a 'flying' or 'shoct,'1 satapulting 
hi.-; feet up over his body as he vir- 
tually stands on his head in space. 
Arms and back figure in the swing and 
pull that turn the 
vnulter 
upside 


down. 


'Graber has abnormally strong arms, 


but his form is not as giod as that of 
Sabin Carr or Brown. Carr had the 
ideal vaulting style—a faultless blend 
of tension and relaxation. He looked 
like an oyster sliding off a spoon as 
he cleared the bar with that non- 
chalance which is the hallmark of per- 
fect form. Charley Hoff was the first 
of the modern-type vaulters to ex- 
hibit the complete fly-away. 


"Psychology plays an important part 


in vaulting. I never let a candidate 
attempt his maximum height in prac- 
tice. 


Deception Aids Brown 


"Granted physical aptitude and tech- 


nical skill, record performances hinge 
on mental attitude. 


"It often pays to fool your pupil by 


telling him a false height. I had one 
vaulter who was positime that 12 feet 
was his limit. I was certain that he 
could go much higher, so persuaded 
the anrnouncer to call out, "The bar 
is now at 12 feet.' My man made it, 
and imagine his surprise when the of- 
ficial shouted, 'Jim Jones has just 
cleared 12 feet 6 inches'." 


McGall has an idea that a smart bit 


of deception helped Brown establish 
his world indoor mark of 14 feet 4 
inches. 


After the Eli luminary had beaten 


off the opposition with 14 feet, he re- 
quested that the bar be raised one 
inch.
